Boyd and Forsythe 
were killed instantly. 

The accident happened on the Kilbourn 
road, four and one-half miles south of the 
city, at a few minutes after midnight. 
Since that time every effort has been 
made by Miss Thomas, the ony survivor,

Turns Over in Air. 

From marks on the dirt road it was 
apparent the machine had cleared several 
yards beyond the drop and had skidded 
when it struck, Miss Thomas wae sure 
the car had turned a complete somer- 
sault. 

The touring cars ordered from the 
garage by Miss Thomas were well on their 
way before the authorities got their first 
notification of the accident. A farmer 
telephoned the news to the sheriff's office 
and Otto Gittelman, a deputy, was sent 
to investigate. 

When the first livery machine arrived, 
according to the farmers, its driver. 
George Beskin, said he had been given 
permission by the coroner to take away 
the bodies. With Boyd and Forsythe 
propped up in the tonneau, Beskin started 
back toward the city.

ALLIES ADVANCE 
AT MANY POINTS 


French, British, and Belgian 
Armies All Gain on the 
Western Front, 


LONDON, Nov. 8—The allies, who 
for two weeks have been hurling back 
furious attacks by the Germans in Bel- 
gium and northern France, have taken 
the offensive and made important ad- 
vances. The losses have been terrific. 
Around Ypres alone the German casual 
ties are reported at 100,000. 

The success of their enemies is prac- 
tically admitted by the Germans, as the 
statement given out in Berlin tonight 
admits the armies of the kaiser have ad- 
vanced in only one place. That is to the 
west of the Argonne region, where the 
Germans have succeeded in taking from 
the French an important height near 
Vienne-le-Chateau. They captured sey- 
eral heavy guns there. 

In the Aisne valley around Soissons the 
allies have regained the ground which 
the Germans by fierce assaults had taken 
from them. 

Progress Made by Belgians. 

The Belgians, who are holding the line 
reaching to the ooast, have also made 
progress. 

The Germans still hold three points on 
the Yser as a guard against flanking at- 
tacke on the right, coming by way-of the 
narrow region of sand dunes under cover 
of British monitors. 

They also continue to hol Roulera, but 
have retired three milés south of Dix- 
mude, and considerable forces continue to 
be directed towards Ypres. That city, 
which is being bombarded from a dis- 
tance of eight miles, hardly has a street 
intact. Two shells struck the famous 
thirteenth century Cloth hall, doing much 
damage to that edifice. 


French Official Statement. 

The progress of the allies is described 
by the French war office as follows: 

“To the north the enemy appears to 
have concentrated his activity in the re- 
gion of Ypres, without result. On the River 
Aisne we have reached to the northeast 
of Soissons the plateau of Vregny, on 
which we had not previously gained a 
foothold. In the region of Vailly and on 
the fight bank of the Aisne we strength- 
ened our progress to the north of Cha- 
vonne and Soupir. A German attack on 
Craonnelle and Heurtebize wae repulsed. 

‘‘ Yesterday between the North sea and 
the Lys the fighting was less violent. 
Some attacks, not general, of the enemy 
were repulsed in the direction of Dixmude 
and to the northeast of Ypres. On almost 
all of this front we tn turn took the of- 
fensive and advanced, notably in the re- 
gion to the north of Messinesa. 

“In the neighborhood of Armentieres 
the British troops progressed slightly. 
Between La Bassee and Arras the attacks 
of the enemy were repulsed. 

“In the neighborhood of Verdun, to the 
northwest and to the southeast of the 
place, we are establishing the supporting

Doctors’ bills 
made a large hole in his savings. Then, 
two years ago, Mrs. Michaels died and 
the old cabinet maker—he was then 58— 
was left alone without a living relative. 


Through with Doctors. 

“T’m through with doctors,” he told 
Bork, “ What little I have left I shall 
keep. They can do me no good, but the 
money can. I have no relatives to leave 
it to, but I have friend# who will enjoy 
it more than I, a stricken old man.” 

Bork and Henry Heinze, who owns a 
dairy at 2710 Frances place, a boyhood 
chum of Michaels’, tried to persuade him 
to change his mind, but he stubbornly 
refused to permit physicians to try to 
cure him. 

At 8 o'clock yesterday morning Bork 
smelled the odor of gas. He traced it up- 
stairs to Michaels’ flat and found the 
door locked. Pinned to it was the follow- 
ing aotet 

“Please notify Henry Heinze of my 
death: he knows what to do.” 

Michaels had not waited for the disease 
to end his suffering. 

Leaves Vote to Friend. 

On a table was a note addressed to Mr. 
Heinze. It asked him to take charge of 
a will in a downtown safety deposit vault. 

“TI don’t know the exact wording of the 
will,” said Mr. Heinze, * but the note out- 
lined the provisions of it. He left me 
$1,000 and bequeathed the house and lot 
to Mr. Bork. He left $500 to Fred Busch- 
er, an undertaker at 1554 Wells street, to 
defray the expense of hig funeral. He 
also left some money to two other friends 
in Jefferson Park, but I'll have to see the 
will before I can find out their names.”

Russians Winning on Frontier. 
[By the Associated Press. ]} 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 8.—Owing to the 
general Russian outflanking movement on 
both right and left of the main German 
line from Sieradz to Czenstochowa, in 
Russian Poland, the last German position 
in Russian territory is regarded here as 
fast becoming untenmbie. 

On the north the Russians have taken 
Kolo and the Germans have retreated ten 
miles to Turek. A battle for the posses. 
sion Of Sieradz is now in progress. 

The German right is outflanked by the 
Russians in possession of Andrejew and 
their advance nearly ten miles west of 
that base. This appears to afford foun-. 
dation for the report of an exodus of 
Germen troops from Czenstochowa. 


German Armies Are Divided. 

Meanwhileitis apparent that communi- 
cation between the German East Prus- 
sian army and Poland army has been sev- 
ered. The Russians, taking advantege 
of this fact, have thrown troops between 
the River Warthe and the lower Vistula, 
and are concentrating especielily around 
Victzlowsk. 

Grand Duke Nicholas has received from 
East Kitchener, the British secretary of 
state for war, a telegram conveying the 
congratulations of himself and Field 
Marshal French on the briiiiant termina- 
tion of the eecond stage of the Russian 
operations. Darl Kitchener adds: 

“ We are convinced that the joint efforts 
of the allies will result in the final crush- 
ing defeat of the enemy.” 


Russian Staff Statement. 

The following official communication 
was issued from general headquarters to- . 
day 

*“ On the Bast Prussian front our troops 
have dislodged the Germans from the 
region of Wirballen, which was strongly 
fortified, and have progressed as far as 
Stall-uponen, sixteen miles northeast of 
Gumbinnen. In the region of the Romin- 
ten forest and Lyck our troops continue 
to press on the heels of the rear guard 
of the enemy. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula our 
cavalry has penetrated German terri- 
tory, damaging the railway near Pleachen

Push on Against Cracow. 

“On the roads to Cracow on Nov. 4 
we attacked the Austrian rear guard 
along the Nida river and the next day 
were operating on thse River Nidzica. 

“In Galicia our troops are continuing 
their offensive movement.

“The French follow their tactics of 
ghanging their battery positions con- 
tinwally.

of the family in want. Sometimes these 
plans involve education of the children, 
the care of the sick, securing work, caring 
for special cases in institutions-and asy- 
jums, as wil as the giving of life’s bare 


necessities. 

Good Fellows are given opportunity to 
share in the administration of these plans. 
A Good Fellow or group of Good Fellows 
enabled, if they desire, to take over 


the whole work of caring for a family, 
always, of course, in general codperation 
with the charity district office. 


No Cash Given Direct. 


No cash is given directly to families 
except where the woman im the family 
has demonstrated her ability to buy wise- 
ly and well, and where this knowledge is 
lacking means are taken to educate the 
mother. This is done by visiting house- 
keepers and by sending mothers to classes

They are 80 
enthusiastic over the prospect that they 
are going to do some ‘“ sounding out”’ 
at once to ascertain how the Republican 
leaders down east view the situation. 

One of the definite moves of the near 
future will be a conference between Sen- 
ator Shermati and Governor-elect Whit- 
man of New York on the “ comeback " of 
the party in 1916. The result of this con- 
ference may be a new lineup of Repub- 
liean leaders with a view to dominating 
the national convention two years hence. 


Bear Brunt of Moose Fight. 

The underlying idea of the activity of 
Senator Sherman’s friends; who are un- 
derstood to be unopposed in their views 
by the senator himself, is that Illinois 
and New York should be the top liner 
features in the next national convention. 
‘These two states, they point out, bore 
the brunt of the Roosevelt and Moose fire 
last Tuesday, and both disclosed a re- 
habilitated Republican party, strong 
enough, the anti-Roosevelt leaders now 
assert, to form the nucleus fora virtually 
complete-amalgamation of the two forces 
for the next big battle. 

Irrespective of the attitude that may 
be assumed by the Moose leaders of 1912 
and this year, the Sherman and Whitman 
people hold, the rank and file of the Moose 
movement will return to the Republican 
fold for a united fight on the Democrats. 


Sherman Has Eyes on Top Place. 

That Senator Sherman has been fo- 
cusing his political optics on the presi- 
dency for some times has been known to 
his close friends. They place [llinois. 
with its twenty-nine presidential electors 
in the Republican column without any 
element. of doubt, as they do also New 
York with her forty-five members of the 
electoral college. 

The first shot is to be fired publicly in 
the United States senate in December. 
Mr. Sherman plans to arise to a question 
of persona! privilege and then more fully 
and completely work out of his system all 
the burning thoughts he has respecting 
Col. Roosevelt. This speech, if the plan 
is carried out, will be calculated to start 
the countryside talking of Sherman as 
presidential timber.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—{Special. }— 
A “glorious Wilson victory "’ along en- 
tirely new lines has been figured out by 
the Democratic national committee and 
explained in a statement issued tonight 
from its headquarters. 

The Democrats have been stirred to this. 
latest effort by claims which the Repub- 
licans have made that Woodrow Wilson 
would have lost the electoral college on 
the basis of last Tuesday’s returns and 
would therefore have been defeated if he 
had been running for reélection. 

The Republicans reached their result 
on the basis of the returns from the con- 
gressional elections. The Republicans 
figured that those states which elected a 
majority of Republican congressmen last 
Tuesday would have gone Republican, and 
that on this basis the electoral college 
would have been controlled by the Re- 
publican party. 

Now come the Democrats with a table 
which “ shows” that Woodrow Wilson 
would have had 807 votes in the electoral 
college as compared with only 220 for the 
Republican. One state, having four votes 
in the college, is set down as doubtful by 
the Democrats. 


MOOSE FACTIONAL FIGHT 
REACHES A CLIMAX TODAY. 


Future of Party Depends on Selec- 
tion of Chairman, Say Leaders, 
Following Ickes Quieting Club. 


The fate of the Progressive party in 
Cook county will be at stake this after- 
noon at an adjourned meeting of the 
county convention held to elect a county 
chairman, leaders of the organization 
declare. The anti-Ickes faction is shout- 
ing “Down with bosses and bossism,” 
referring to Mr. Ickes and his methods. 
His faction denies there has be w any 
rule or ruin policy, so far as he is con- 
cerned, and will fight to a finish to keep 
the antis out of power. 

Thomas D. Knight is the anti-Ickes 
candidate for chairman. M. J. Dempsey, 
now acting as temporary chairman, is 
hie opponent. 

Charges and counter charges in the 
party ranks culminated late in the week 
im Ickes, Mrs. Ickes, John Simon, and 
Donald Richberg resigning from the Pro- 
gressive club, the social organization of 
the party. Mr. Knight asserts the resig- 
nation followed caustic criticiem of Ickes’ 
methods at a meeting of Progressives last 
Wednesday. 


GERMANS ELECT FRENCHMAN 
SENATOR FROM WISCONSIN. 


Paul O. Husting, Democrat, of Dif- 
ferent Descent Than Believed, It 
Is Learned After His Victory.

Fconomical Housekeeping

Peas and Potato. 


N cooking green split peas it is nota 
bad plan to use a little more water 
than is actually needed, then when 
this is done pour it off into something 
and keep it until the next day, or even 

for two days in a cool place to help make 
@ quick meal. If very cold it will keep 
for weeks. 

Pea and Potato Puree—Boil and mash 
potatoes and add to them the warmed up 
pea liquor, half and half, seasoning with 
butter, salt, and perhaps some cream. 
Use a vegetable, if not too thin, or thin 
to a soup consistency with hot milk. This 
may be made a highly palatable combi- 
nation, and since small potatoes cut in 
half may be boiled in fifteen minutes it 
is a convenient one. 

In planning our winter diet economical- 
ly, let us remember that, pound for 
pound, the legumes (peas, beans, lentils) 
have higher caloric value—that is, con- 
tain more nutrient energy ready to be 
transformed into body energy, through 
digestion and assimilation, than any meat 
or the best cereals. 


purees than this one with potato. Car- 
rots may be used instead, steamed and 
mashed carrots which are so delicious of 
themselves, since the pea and carrot com- 
bination, so often made with canned peas, 
is a favorite. 

Another way to use this pea liquor is to 
thicken it a little with flour and butter, 
and perhaps flavor it with additional veg- 
etables; onion can be added in consider- 
able quantity to any cooked dry pea and 
not be noticeable except as increased pal- 
atableness. 

The favorite seasoning for a fine pea 
soup in certain parts of the world is dried 
mint powdered and sprinkled into the 
soup when it is in the plate. One who has 
not tried this will be surprised to find how 
much of quality it adds. It is a good 
way to vary the taste if pea soup is to 
be served twice in the week, as it may 
well be when very good. 

Of course, a thick meat stock is con- 
sidered a great addition to most vegeta- 
ble soups, and a combination of pea liquor 
with an equal amount of well flavored 
heavy stock, each a leftover perhaps, is 
a good way of utilizing two valuable sup- 
plies.

Among Cattle, 


well ISSUED BY HOUSTON. 


Twetve more herds of cattle in Mlinois 
yesterday were found to be infected with 
the foot and mouth disease. This makes 
a total of thirty-nine herds in the state 
effiicted with the disease. So far all cases 
reported by the 135 assistant state vet- 
erinarians, who have been inspecting all 
farms which have received cattle from 
Chicago since Oct. 1, have been found in 
the northern half of the state. The farm- 
ere in the southern portion have little 
feed, owing to a dry year, and have not 
purchased feeder stock from the Chicago 
yards. 

Secretary of Agriculture Houston is- 
sued amother statement from Washing- 
ton urging the state authorities to co- 
operate with federal officials in maintain- 
ing strict quarantine where necessary. 


Heavy Losses Threatened. 

“Unless the infection can be immediate- 
ly localized ancl quickly eradicated,”’ he 
said, “ it threatens untold losses among 
live stock. At present the chief danger 
ies in the possibility of there being com 
cealed sources of infection. Veterinary 
authorities are agreed that. the only 
method of combating the disease is to 
stop all movement of stock and material 
subjected to any danger of infection and . 
to kil? off without delay all herds where | 
it has gained any foothold.” 

Secretary Houstom announced that a 
farm to farm inspection of the infected 
areas will be made, and that as goon as it 
clear that the eptdemic has been localized 
the federal and: state authorities will free 
all but the actually infected counties or 
districts from quarantine and allow the 
uninfected territories to resume inter- 
gate shipments. He urged that the state 
authorities issue orders ficrbiddimg the 
children on infected farms from attend- 
ing school to prevent the spread of the 
contagion. 


Rhode Island Isolated. 

Rhode Isiard will be placed uncer fed- 
eral quarantine against the interstate 
shipment of céttle today. Orders to this 
‘fect were prepared by the department 
of agriculture last night following the dis- 
covery of cases of the foot and mouth 
dissaase near Johnson and Washington. 
This will make eleven states under fed- 
eral quarantine. 

All railroads operating in Iowa were 
ordered to clean and disinfect all stock 
ears and beginning today no cars will 
he permitted to enter the state until they 
have been disinfected, according to gov- 
etnment regulations. , 

The Chicago stockyards, meantime, 
presented a desolate appearance. The 
Peis Were empty. Nota living beef steer, 
sheep, or hog was in the inclosures proper. 
This is the first time such a situation has 
existed since the opening of the yards.. 


Prize Cattle Recover. 

Veterinarians announced in the eve- 
hing that the first of the blooded dairy 
thow cattle which were seized with the 
diseage Have practically recovered. Red 
Hills Diamond Star, the $10,000 Ayrshire 
bull, owned by the Strathglass farm, 
Port Chester, N. Y., is among those re- 
ported on the road to recovery. Dr.O.E.

Bults obtained through the care of the 
infected blooded stock confirms his be- 
lief that the entire herd of 800 dairy 
thow cattle may be saved. 

The work of cleaning and disinfecting 
the stock yards and the pens, sheds, and | 
killing floors at the packing plants was 
kept at full speed through, the day. Fed- 
eral inspectors directed the dipping of all 
hides in storage at the packing houses. 
This work was ordered by Dr. 8S. E. Ben- 
nett, In charge of the local office of the 
federal bureau of animal industry, as a 
Special precautionary measure. :

RACE ABSORBED 
Midway Professor Predicts 


Intermingling Will Solve 
the Negro Problem. 


PROCESS UNDER WAY. 


In the final summing up, after thou- 
sands of years, there will be no pure white 
race in America, nor will there be a black 
one, in the opinion of Dr. George Burman 
Foster of the University of Chicago, who 
spoke last night at the Grace Methodist 
Episcopal church. 

‘*‘Man has been thought of in many 
ways throughout the ages,”’ he explained. 
‘**He has been considered an angel by 
some, an intellect by others, and now- 
adays they are coming to think of him 
az a toiler engaged in performing the 
work of the world. To him there can be 
no sharp distinctions of race and coler. 


Held by Many Thinkers. 

“ For this reason the idea, unpopular, to 
be sure, but still indicated by the facts, 
that the races in American are amalga- 
mating is mot unwelcome to many think- 
ers. Let me give you an example: A 
year ago at a public gathering I ad- 
dressed an audience which was one-third 
unquestionably negro, another third un- 
questionably white, and the rest some- 
where in between, 

“That simply goes to show that we 

are now part way along in the process, 
which I do not hesitate to say will be ac- 
complished in time. The black race is to 
be absorbed. 
‘‘In fact, the thing will not be so re- 
pellant in a few hundred years as it is 
now,” he said. “ As it is, those who say 
the relation between whites and biacks is 
a symptom of mental defect on the part 
of the whites fail entirely to consider 
that times without number the ecions of 
our best southern families have shown 
signs of such degeneracy. | 


How Colors Will Blend. 
“Ts it mot more reasonable to expect 
that as time goes on the more cultured 
blacks wili more or less naturally inter- 
mingle with the least cultured whites in 
the south until eventually the whole 
process will have been completed and our 
race will have absorbed the other? Sure- 
ly, there is every Teason to believe that

Mrs. H. G. Holt, Noted for 
Sucecor She Gave Flames’ 
Victims in 1871, Dies. 


Mrs. Hannah G. Holt, known as the 

“fire angel” of the great Chicago fire 
of 1871 and a pioneer resident of the city, 
died on Saturday at the old Holt resi- 
dence at 846 Fullerton avenue, a land- 
mark on the north side. 
Mrs. Holt was 86 years old. She was 
porn in Rochdale, England, on July 12, 
1828. She came to this country In 1850. 
In 1867 she moved into the house in which 
she died. At that time her only imme- 
diate neighbors were Indians. 

Opens Home to; Fire Victims. 
When the great fire swept mortheast 
across the north side and stopped a short 
distance north of Clark street and Fuller- 
ton avenue, the Holt residence was the 
only structure in the immediate vicinity 
left standing. The fire swept on all sides 
of it. On the night following the fire Mrs.

Director of Observatory, Despite 
Danger, Descends Into Crater to 
Make Observations. 


NAPLES, Nov. 8—After seven years 
of calm since its eruption in 10906, which 
was one of the longest pauses in its ac- 
tivity in three centuries, Mount Vesuvius 
begam an eruption in May, 1913, which 
has been constantly growing until it has 
now reached an acute stage. 

The crater, 1,000 feet deep, is gradual- 
ly transforming itself through the open- 
ing of new fissures. These are emitting 
incandescent matter known as magma, 
which om contact with the air becomes 
lava.
